HOW TO COVER SATIN SLIPPERS. 


OW that the dancing season is in full | 
swing, slippers become an expensive 
item of dress. The satin so quickl 

wears out and becomes rubbed, and soil 
too, if the slippers be of a light colour. So 
to the girl with the small ss allowance, 
who is frequently dancing Bry so a loves to 
be dainty and smart, my renewal of slippers 
rapidly becomes 8 ® problem. To her this article 
may prove helpfu 
Slippers can easily be covered at home. 
This is quite simple, only needs to be 
done with eare and great regard for neatness. 
First, as to material. Buy three-eighth of 
a yard of strong cotton-backed satin. To 
ves silk-backed or the thin cotton-backed 
variety is merely a waste of time. Tell the 
shop assistant what you require the satin for, 
and you will be sure to get the right thing. 
Place a shoe tree in slipper, or stuff the 
tee with cotton wool and vidge of ma- 
terial to side centre of slipper.

Then turn 
the satin up over the slipper, pin along the 
top, cuf to shape and sew on the inner side 
of slipper Tors in the satin at the side 
centre, and sew very neatly. Finish the 
slipper with a small buckle, a satin-covered 
wooden bution, or whatever way your taste 
indicates.

Eighty witnesses were examined, 
FINDINGS. 

The findings of the Commission are sum- 

marised, and from that summary we take the 

following extracts :— 

Inland navigation seeks-to bring the, ad- 

vantages ot the ocean highway to such interior 


places as the natural water resources permit 


aud to confer the benefits of situation on cr 
necr the coast upon the areas along both 
banks of the waterways. The extent to which 
this object,can be attained and the measure 


of its economy depend on the degree of arti- 
ficial application necessary, and the circum- 
stances cf each case. . An important con- 
sideration in determining the expediency oí any 
particular expenditure is the extent of the 
water communication opened up. Expendi- 


ture on the Shannon, for example, to make a 


proper navigable connection’ between the in- 


land navigation and the Pert <f 


Limerick must have regard to 157 


niles of waterway, not to mention branches, 
thereby brought into trading contact with the 
ocean. Expenditure on the whole river above 
Limerick. must take into consideration contact 
with ocean routes of which it is thereby more 
effectively made a part than any land highway 
can be. The vast sums expended by Brussels, 
Amsterdam, Rotterdam and Manchester on 
their water connections with the ocean become 
comprehensible in the light of this considera- 
tion. An essential feature of inland naviga- 
tion is freedom of passage at all states of the 
tide between the inland waterways and the 
tidal waters. 

The failure to connect several of our water- 

ways adequately with the sea has probably 

prejudiced our industrial development appre- 
ciably. 

ADVANTAGE OF WATER TRANSPORT. 

The economy of inland navigation is not to 

be gauged by a comparison of the mere costs 
of conveyance by water and by other means of 
transport. We have examined the evidence 
put forward by the railway witnesses in this 
direction, and find that many important fac- 
tors were overlooked. On the question of cost, 
we think it is clear that, in general, the ad- 
vantage is on the side of water transport, 
properly developed, and this advantage in- 
creases with the density of traffic. Where 
inland navigation is available its-value to the 
community is very great, even though its 
utility is largely confined to traffic for which 
ál. of conveyance is not, essential. 

The principal factors in the economy of in- 

land navigation are :— 

(a) Continuation inland of a great part of 
the advantages, without some of the 
disadvantages, of the ocean highway. 

(b) The possibility of locating industrial es- 
tablishments at all points, as on roads, 
and consequent decentralisation of in- 
dustry, with advantage to industry and 
improved living conditions for the 
working population. 

(c) Free competition for traffic on the water 
highway itself. 

(d) The traffic capacity is véry great and 
the rate of maintenance very low. 

{e) Neither capital expenditure nor cost of 
maintenance increases appreciably with 
the density of traffic. 

(f) The. cost of carrying on‘inland water 
under up-to-date conditions is substanti- 
ally less than by any land highway. 

The development of inland navigation in 

Ireland, never attended with any great degree 

of efficiency, ceased at the beginning of the 

railway era, and, for all. practical p . 

primitive conditions still obtain. | Notwith- 

standing the limitations and defects a sub- 
stantial traffic continues to exist on certain 
waterways and clamours for expansion. We 
are convinced that the execution of the works, 

which we recommend as of immediate im- 

portance, will ‘mark’ the beginning of a de- 

velopment the-end of which itis not possible 
to visualise. 

We consider that, while it may be sound 

policy to provide railway and road facilities 

as the probability of traffic becomes apparent, 
it is essential to develop ‘water highways in 
advance of probability and rather on the foun- 
dation of possibility. The experience of Con- 
tinental ‘countriés where the use of waterways 
has been fostéred confirms this view.

‘We extract. the following trom the recom- 
mendations of the Commission :— _. i 

A Waterway Board shall be established for 
all purposes (except the regulation of nayiga- 
tion tolls and charges) relating to inland 
waterways, natural. and artificial, including 
administration, maintenance and development, 
and the supervision and contro! of all works, 
incidental thereto, in respect of navigation, 
drainage, fisheries, power and any other phase 
of their utility. a 

In regard to the development of inland 
navigation, the function of the Board shall be 
the active promotion of the general interest, 
not only by the, axamination and revision of 
proposals submitted to it, but by the initia- 
tion of such schemes as the national interest 
appears to demand. It shall be the duty of 
the Board to carry out, all such schemes when 
approved by the Oireachtas. “The Board shall 
take into consideration all drainage and 
power schemes submitted to it, and shall take 
into consultation representatives of every in- 
terest substantially concerned. The Board 
shall have power to initiate such schemes. of

Existing Drainage Boards, Boards oí Con- 
servators of Fisheries, and the like, shall 
continue to discharge their present functions, 
subject to the control aud direction oi the 
Waterway Board—to whom the jurisdiction 
and functions of other Government Depart-

transferred—until any new arrangements that 
may be desirable shall have been determined 
after full investigation by the Board. The 
Board shall be charged with the making of a 
hydrometric survey as a primary duty. 

For the effective co-ordination of the in- 
terests involved and to secure to the com- 
munity the maximum advantage from the 
utilisation and development of the inland 
waterways, including the unrestricted develop- 
ment of the conveyance of traffic upon them 
by private enterprise, such property in the 
waterways, natural and artificial, as may be 
peer for any of the purposes of the Board 
shall be transferred to and vested im that 
body as trustees for the State, having due 
regard for existing interests. In respect of 
navigation, the Board shall constitute the 
highway authority, all tolls determined upon 
being collected by them or on their behalf. 


COMPOSITION OF BOARD. 

The Waterway Board shall consist of a 
chairman, and four other members who shall 
be drawn—and thereafter recruited—from 
Commercial, Agricultural, Labour, and En- 
gineering circles, one from each group. ‘the 
members of the Board shall devote their full 
time to its duties, and the Board shall be 
provided with all. such. staff and technical 
assistance as may be necessary. The regu- 
lation of navigation tolls and charges, other 
than freight rates, shall be effected by an 
authority to be established for the regulation 
ot transport charges generally, including 
classifications of merchandise. This authority 
shall, in the exercise of its juriediction, seek 
to preserve to the public the maximum advan- 
tage trom the transport organisation as a 
whole, having regard to the particular func- 
tions and utility of the various factors which 
it embraces. | 

While the extent to which the policy of the 
last century in charging the annual nain- 
tenance oí roads to public tunds shonid be 
followed is largely a‘ maiter for the local au- 
thority concerned, we recommend that the 
system of tolls on waterway traffic shall be 
retained. 

Freight -rates on the water highways will 
largely regulate themselves in the public in- 
terest by the freedom of competition for 
trafic thereon, but it may be desirable to 
guard against combinations of waterway 


carriers, or any association of carrying in- 


terests, or control’ of ene group by another, 
detrimental to the public interest. The au- 


thority, whether fhe Rates Tribunal or an- 
other, that shall be empowered to determine 
questions of undue preference in matters of 


transport facilities, apart from charges, shall 
be charged similarly’ with jurisdiction suifi- 
ciently wide to secure the public interest 
against undue discrimination by way of 
facilities within the transport organisation as 


a whole. 


Pending determination of the extent to 
whwh the cost of developing inland naviga- 
tion should be contributed by general and 
local public funds, respectively, inclnding 


those of harbour authorities and to provide an 
opportunity for realisation by industrial enter- 


prise of the part which it will be to its 
advantage to take in such development, the 
works recommended in detail in the body of

{LOQUENT ADDRESS BY 
THE LORD PRIMATE, 


———b——-—-— 


The attendance was well sustained at the 
various Services in connection with the Dublin 
Parochial Mission in the city churches yester- 
dav. 
At St. Andrew’s Church, Suffolk street, 
there was a very large congregation at the 
piternoon Service, when the Most Rev. C. F: 
p’Arcy, D.D., Primate of All Ireland, 
delivered the second of a series of four 
addresses in connection with the Mission. 

The Dean of Christ Church Cathedral 
officiated, and the hymn selected was ‘‘ Jesus, 
lover of my soul.”’ 

The Primate, who took as his subject ‘‘ The 
foul and God,” said that what Christ 
promised to those who come to Him was not 
en end to all earthly toil and trouble. He 
promised rest of soul. ‘‘ Ye shall find rest 
unto your souls.” He promised that inner 
peace of soul which would enable one to en- 
dure and to be confident that, no matter what 
happened, God would meke all things work 
together. for good. There they had the 
ultimate secret of happiness; there they had 
what made life worth living, death worth 
dying, and every pain worth enduring. There 
they had what made St. Pau! say: “I am 
persuaded that neither death nor life, nor 
angels nor principalities nor powers, nor 
things present. nor things to come, nor height 
nor depth, nor any other creature shall be 
able to separate us from the love of God, 
which is in Christ Jesus our Lord. 

All that depended upon one fundamental 
truth—the truth that the sou] was more im- 
portant than the body; that the supreme 
needs of their beings were spiritual, not 
material, 


“COMPLEX MACHINES.” 

Last year the President of the British 
‘Association for the Advancement of Science 
gave an address which seemed to set forth 
principles which threw doubt on the very 
existence of the soul. He gave a wonderful 
account of the mechanism of the human body, 
and he seemed to hint that science was coming 
more and more to the’ conclusion that men 
were nothing but very complex machines. 
This was reviving: the old controversy about 
materialism—the doctrine that the mind was 
nothing but the brain and that in the whole 
universe there was no reality but matter and 
mechanism. 

A careful reading of the President’s address 
showed, the ans Be thought, that, while he 
did not hold that doctrine, he certainly did 
suggest the question as to where the soul came 
in. H every part of the life of man could be 
identified with some mechanical or chemical 
change, how could man be a spiritual being? 
Perhaps, after all, the soul was a great 
illusion. Perhaps, their life was like an eddy 
in a stream or like a cloud which formed, 
changed its shape and vanished away. And 
if that was so, what about God and im- 
mortality? Were they also illusions? 

There could be no doubt that if one Jost all 
belief in the soul, af] belief as regards the 
era world and all spiritual things should 
anish, 

Men should not, however, despise science 
pr think that it and religion were mutually 
epposed. Science was a glorious and wonder- 
ful thing, a great revelation from God, the 
grandest achievement of the human intellect, 
hnd by means of it man was able to subdue 
the giant forces of nature and to use them 
for his own purpose. By scientific thought 
man was penetrating deeper and. deeper into 
the secrets of nature and gaining more power

A LISZT RECITAL.. 


FRAU FLEISCHMANN AT” THE 
ABBEY. 


a recital of Liszt music was given by. Frau 
Tilly Fleischmann, the well-known. pianist. 
The programme was divided.into three sec- 
tions. The first of these included the 
Ballade in B minor, Valse ‘Impromtu in A 
fiat, and the Liehestraum nocturne. Frau 
Fleischmann’s treatment of the Ballade was 
delicate and esthetic. Her playing bore the 
stamp of a. ¢harming personality, and was 
cultured to a degree. Indeed, this refinement 
stood somewhat in the way of -a broad. inter- 
pretation, for Frau Fleischmann’s. rendering 
was rather lacking in strength and -decision. 


sighing over unreal sorrows of the Valse 
lmpromptu was well expressed; but in the 
Jaebestraum Frau Fleischmann seemed just 
inarticulate enough in the cadences and runs 
to mar the perfection of that musical. gem. 
She played the nocturne sympathetically and 
with feeling ;. but the emotion which. stirred 
in the. pianist; one felt, was of a purely 
esthetic nature. 

In the next section, which congisted<of the 
two legends, ‘‘ St. Francis of Assisi preaching 
to the Birds” and ‘ St. ‘Francis de Paule 
walking on the Waves,” Frau’ Fleischmann’s 
playing was stronger and more intense. In 
the second: piece especially; she realised ‘the 
triumphant power of. the music, and attained a 
decisiveness that its spirit demands. . After 
the robust playing of M. Sapellnikoff and his 
extraordinary technique, perhaps, the re 
citalist appeared at a disadvantage yesterday, 
but the, austere restraint. with which she in- 
terpreted the second legend gave it a religious 
intensity and beauty that blinded the listener 
to minor imperfections.of technique. : 

It was, however, in the two concert studies 
which followed : Waldesrauschen and 
(nomenreigen that. Fran Fleischmann gave 
her best performances of the afternoon. The 
music of these is aery and delicate, and Fran 
Fleischmann’s magic daintiness of touch and 
expression found at once: suitable ontlet and 
scope. In the Gnomenreigen especially was 
the pianist in her métier. The flitting 
fantastic music, with its. fragile twisting 
skein and inconsequent skips, was ‘exquisitely 
rendered ; and, listening to “it, one was lost 
for the: moment in a sunny, laughing world 
of fantasy, full of trickster goblins and lurk- 
ing lJeprechauns.

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STOLEN BANK NOTES.

RECEIVER GIVEN PENAL 
SERVITUDE. 


At the Dublin County Commission yester- 
day Patrick Faraday, of New Ross, Co. 
Wexford, was sentenced to three years’ penal 


knowing them to be stolen. a 
Mr. Carrigan, K.C., and Mr. Dudley White, 


K.C. (instructed by the Chief State Solicitor), 
rosecuted, and Mr, M. J. Lennon {instructed 
v Mr. P. R. Buggy, Waterford) defended. 
“Mr. Carrigan recalled that within the past 

twelve months the National Bank at Graigue- 
namanagh was robbed on four occasions, on 
each of which the raiders helped themselves 
to all the money they could find. The bank 
took the precaution of cancelling the bulk ‘of 
the notes in currency, and, accordingly, nearly 
all the notes taken in raids following the first 
robbery were cancelled. But the cancellation 
marks were then obliterated, and people 
innocently accepted the notes. 

The prisoner, counsel continued, was a 
labouring man, who lived in New Ross with 
his mother and sister. The Civic Guards 
would tell the jury what they found at his 
bouse when they searched it. —. 

Sergeant William Kelly, Civic Guards, 
deposed to finding a number of notes, some 
cancelled and some uncaneelled, under a 
mattress and in various other hiding places at 
the prisoner’s home. He also found a bag of 
washing-soda. Accused stated to witness that 
he found that the soda did not work, and 
that, he employed lime to wash the notes. 

Sergeant Bovle ‘produced a bundle of 50 
cahcelled £1 notes which he found under a 

of rags in the prisoner’s honse. 
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Charles O’Brien, teller at the National 
Bank, Graiguenamaijagh, gave evidence of 
the raids, and produced a register of cancelled 
notes. He identified those submitted to him 
as notes that had been cancelled. He failed 
to identify the prisoner as one of the men 
who raided the bank. 

On the jurv finding that the prisoner was 
guilty of receiving, the Lord Chief Justice 
said that the crime was a most audacious 
one, and the least sentence he could impose 


was three years’ penal servitude.

POPLAR COUNCIL'S WAGES 
SCALE, 


The King’s Bench Divisiona] Court, London, 
yesterday discharged with costs rules nis¢ 
which had been obtained by certain members 
of Poplar Borough Council against a surcharge 
of £5,000 made on them by the district 
auditor in respect of alleged excessive wages 
unskilled labourers employed by the

paid to 
Council. 

The ruling means that the surcharge is up- 
held. The wages in question were £4 weekly 
as a minimum. 

It was held that the Council was not en- 

titled to pay any sum it thought fit to its 
employés. A councillor should confine his dis- 
cretion within the limits imposed by law, and 
was not entitled to be unduly generous at the 
expense of those for whom he was a trustee. 
There was no doubt that the surcharge was 
justified. 
, What might be improper in one place might 
be proper in another. A councillor was not 
entitled to follow the course which as a 
private individual he thought was advisable— 
in other words, act expensively at the expense 
of the ratepayers. The Court was of opinion 
that the sum expended was of such a character 
as to come within the words, “‘an item of 
account contrary to law.’’
